Hurrah for our side! The dust has cleared a bit, and 
Action Week seems to have been a success. How much 
effect it will have at the buildings is still anybody’s guess, 
but at least we have proof that the people of B.C. are 
concerned about higher education. Or are they? 

Methinks a lot of people who signed the petition were kidding 
themselves, that a lot of us are kidding ourselves. If we get the 
requested increase in operating grants — in itself a lot to hope 
for — it will leave the impression with almost everybody that every- 
thing is, temporarily at least O.K. at Point Grey and in Victoria 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 

Our MLA’s came perilously close to the truth a few weeks ago. 
The premier asked Dr. McGeer whether the latter was trying to 
imply that B.C.’s mstitutions aren’t first-rate; Dr. McGeer appar- 
ently didn’t answer. Well, are they, or aren’t they? 

Of course, they’re not. A generous soul might concede that 
they are third-rate; a harsh critic . . . enough said! 

Does any one here believe that UBC is at a par with Harvard, 
or Columbia, or Chicago, or Stanford? With Illinois, or Michigan, 
or Wisconsin, or Berkley? With Toronto or McGill? I. don’t deny 
that UBC may have some exeellent departments, but as a whole 
it’s nowhere near ag good as Mr. Bennett would have us believe. 

Take a look at your own college. A couple of year ago there 
was excited talk about making this the best little liberal arts 
college in Canada. Brother, we have one hell of a long way to go. 
Right now it offers Grades 13 to 16, and a high school attitude 
pervades the administration, virtually all of the student body, and 
a lot of the faculty. If we possess one outstanding characteristic, 
it is intellectual apathy. i 

' UBC could be great; Victoria College at least good. But we’d 
need vast amounts of money and some very intelligent planning 
by some very intelligent people. A president of General Motors is 
reported once to have said that the public always wants a ten- 
cent Cadillac; right now the B.C. public seems to think it has at 
least two ten-cent Buicks. And the Premier fosters this belief; it 
saves Uie Government a lot of money. 

We ought to know better. We may not be t^he worst Univer- 
sities in North America, but we’re nowhere near the best. 
Regardless of what the uninformed would want and like to believe, 
Buicks and Cadillacs cost more than a dime, and universities, good 
ones, cost a lot of money. 

Let uS try to make this fact clear, and let us not fall for the 
myth that we have enough money and planning. John Q. Citizen 
may believe that we’re first rate; let’s disillusion him; And let us 
not believe it ourselves, for once we do, we’ll have had it, finally 
and completely.

After reading Mr. Bert Price’s 
pious assertion in The Martlet 
of March 20 that he feels Dr. 
Macdonald deserves “all the sup- 
port that the people of the 
Province of British Columbia can 
give him:,” this reader ■ cannot 
help but wonder if this noble 
gentleman realizes that the 
present government of which he 
is a member: 

(a) Spends only $5.58 per 
capita on higher education com- 
pared to corresponding expendi- 
tures of $14.31 by Alaska, $17.83 
by Washington, and $18.57 by 
Oregon. 

(b) Spends less on higher edu- 
cation on a per capita basis than 
any state which was formerly a 
member of the confederacy. 

(c) Fails to equal even the 
totally inadequate Canadian 
national average expenditure on 
higher education. 

(d) Claims it simply cannot 
afford an increased education 
expenditure because it has to be 
especially careful with the 
public’s money, a somewhat 
unusual claim in view of B.C.’s

Editor’s Note: This is the third in a series designed to 
present the views of some of British Columbia’s leading poli- 
ticians on the much discussed Macdonald Report. 

Below, P. A. Gaglardi, Minister of Highways, ancl Dan Campbell, 
Social Credit MLA for Comox, give their opinions. 

GAGLADRI 

Mr. Gaglardi feels that Dr. Macdonald’s cost estimates are too 
high. This is in line with the opinions of many observers who 
suspect Dr. Macdonald of allowing for the usual drastic budget cuts. 

Mr. Gaglardi follows stated government policy in tliat he feels 
that monies necessary to implement the Macdonald Report should 
come from “present revenues as they are increased,” and that the 
Report “should be implemented over a proper period of time.” 

CAMPBELL 

Mr. Campbell disagrees with Mr. Gaglardi on the matter of Dr. 
Macdonald’s cost estimates: they are not too high, he says. 

The two Social Credit members agree that “the expansion of 
the economy through current taxation rates can supply the neces- 
sary money” to implement the Report. 

Mr. Campbell said the Report “is a very useful document to 
guide the future of higher education in B.C..” 

He said that the Report “is, in effect, an extension of the 
expansion which has taken place during the last 1() years in the 
public school system.” 

“For example, if we had said in 1953 that the educational bill 
in the province would be in excess of $100,000,000 in 1963, we would 
probably have been discounted as alarmists. Therefore, if the 
economy can accomplish the job that has been done in the public 
school area, the economy can also do the job in the area of higher 
education.”

OF VICTORIA COLLEGE 


1. The name of the Society is the Alma Mater Society of Victoria 
College, hereinafter referred to as “the Society”. 

2. The purposes of the Society are: 

a) To promote, direct and control all student activities within 
the College under the following departments and organiza- 
tions: 

i. The Cluhs. 

ii. The Athletic Organizations. 

iii. The Student Organizations. 

b) To advance the cause of higher learning in the Province of 
British Columbia. 

c) To promote unity and goodwill amongst its members. 

d) To acquire by gift, bequest, lease, exchange or purchase, 
lands, buildings, or hereditaments, whether freehold or 
leasehold, for the use of the Society. 

e) To erect on such lands any buildings or improvements neces- 
sary for the proper use and occupation of the same by th© 
Society. 

f) To purchase or otherwise acquire and to hold and to dispose 
of all such investments as may from time to time be author- 
ized as investments for Canadian and British insurance com- 
panies lawfully carrying on business in Canada. 

g) Subject to the provision contained in Section 12 of the So- 
cieties Act to borrow, raise and secure the payment of money 
in such manner as the Society sees fit and in particular by 
the issue of debentures. 

h) To make, subject to its by-laws and Section 3 of the So- 
cieties Act of the Province of British Columbia, ex-gratia 
benefit payments to members of the Society who suffer per- 
sonal injury. 

3. The operations of the Society are to be carried on chiefly at Vic- 
toria College in the Province of British Columbia. 

BY-LAWS 

By-Law 1 — ^Membership 

The Alma Mater Society of Victoria College shall be composed 
of active and honorary members. 

1. The rights and obligations of members of the Society shall be 
as provided in the By-laws of the Society. 

2. Honorary members shall be all graduates of the College, mem- 
bers of the Faculty and others upon whom honorary member- 
ship may from time to time be conferred by the Society or by 
the Students’ Council. 

3. The active members shall comprise all registered students who ' 
have paid Society fees for the current session. 

4. Active membership in the Society will cease: 

i. on a member ceasing to be a registered student of Vic- 
toria College. 

ii. by a resolution of a two-thirds majority of the Students’ 
Council. 

Note: Hereinafter unless otherwise signified the word “mem- 
ber” means “active member”. 

By-Law 2— Executive Body of Society— Members and Eligibility 

1. The name of the governing body of the Society shall be called 
^ the “Students’ Council”. 

2 . The members of the governing body shall be: 

a) the honourary President who shall be the Principal of Vic- 
toria College. 

b) The President and Treasurer, who must complete second 
year or higher during their terms in office. 

c) The Vice-President, Secretary, Director of Men’s Athletics, 
Director of Women’s Athletics, Director of Publications, Di- 
rector of Clubs, Chairman of Special Events Committee, 
Chairman of National Federation of Canadian University 
Students, hereinafter referred to as NFCUS, Committee, 
Social Convenor, Director of Student Union Building, who 
must complete their first year or higher during their terms of 
office. 

d) One Women’s First Year Representative, and one Men’s 
First Year Representative, both of whoin must be registered 
in first year. If the last set of examinations was for uni- 
versity entrance an average of 65% or C + must have been 
obtained. 

e) One Senior Years’ Representative who must be a member of 
the Graduating Class. 

f) The Editor-in-Chief of the Martlet who shall be a non- 
voting member of the Students’ Council and who shall be 
appointed by the Director of Publications, subject to the 
approval of the Students’ Council. 

8. The duties of the members of the Students’ Council. 

a) Honourary President shall act in an advisory capacity and 
shall be a medium of goodwill between the Society and 
Faculty. 

b) The President of the Society shall: 

i. Preside at meetings of the Alma Mater Society. 

ii. Preside at meetings of the Students’ Council. 

iii. Act as an ex-officio member of all committees. 

iv. Perform all other duties of a President as outlined in 
Roberts’ Rules of Order, latest edition. 

c) The Vice-President of the Society shall: 

i. Assume all responsibilities of the President in the ab- 
sence of the President. 

ii. Act as a public relations ofidcer of the Alma Mater So- 
ciety by: 

a/ acting as public relations officer of toe Students’ 
Council. 

b/ sanctioning all mon-athletic clubs’ press releases, 
c/ having supervisory power over Athletic Council press 
releases. 

iii. Assist the president in his duties. : I 

iv. Be responsible for dir^tlng the activities .of; toe Poster 
Committee. 

V. Be responsible for arranging all Society meetings.: 


d) The Secretary of the Society shall: 

i. Take minutes of all meetings of the Society and of all 
meetings of the Students’ Council and be responsible for 
posting minutes. 

ii. Conduct correspondence of the Students’ Council. 

iii. Keep on file copies of all letters written and received by 
the Society or by the Secretary which relate to the affairs 
of the Society. 

iv. Read the Annual Report at the Annual Meeting.' 

V. Assume the responsibility for the conducting of elections. 

vi. And in addition to the above duties have such further 
duties as may from time to time be prescribed by resolu- 
tion of the Society or by the Students’ Council. 

e) The Treasurer of the Society shall: 

i. Prepare the budget of the Society for the Students’ 
Council approval from the estimates of the proposed ex- 
penditures by the subsidiary organizations of the Society 
and expenditures for any other purpose authorized by 
the Students’ Council. The Treasurer shall provide for 
an operating margin of at least five per cent. 

ii. Upon assuming office provide for the Society a fidelity 
bond, at the expense of the Society, for the sum of $1,500 
by a company selected by the Students’ Council. 

Iii. Immediately upon the receipt of any funds deposit them 
with a chartered bank selected by the Students’ Council, 

iv. Not disburse any funds except in payment of bills or 
requests authorized by the Students’ Council. 

V. Keep careful account of, and be responsible for, all mon- 
ies disbursed by him, and shall file all bills, receipts and 
vouchers. 

vi. Render semi-annually a statement to the Students’ 
Council including receipts and disbursements, and the 
working capital position of the Society as well as pur- 
chases and sales of inventory to the Students’ Council. 

vii. Obtain a financial report for each activity and function. 

viii. Remain in office until the Annual Meeting at which time 
the incoming Treasurer shall assume office. The out- 
going Treasurer will be responsible for closing the fis- 
cal books of the Society. 

ix. Present to the Students’ Council any recommendations 
from the Auditors and shall report to the Students’ 
Council by the end of the fiscal year what actions were 
, taken pursuant to the audit. 

X. Be responsible for issuing vouchers, requisitions, petty 
cash payments and purchase orders following Students' 
Council approval. 

xl. Before Students’ Council authorization of any allowance 
for travelling expenses, insist on receiving a statement 
of proposed expenses, and within one week after the re- 
turn of the person or persons to whom allowances were 
made, obtain a detailed account of actual expenditures 
along with suitable receipts and make any necessary 
adjustments. i 

xil. Be required to prepare and present to the Annual Meet- 
ing in addition to the report required by By-Law 4, 
Section 2, a statement of his general activities during 
his term of office. He shall also be required to discuss 
this report in detail with the incoming Treasurer, 
xiii. Upon Students’ Council approval authorize the Bursar 
of Victoria College that any portion of Society Fees re- 
ceivable by the Bursar from time to time and designated 
by resolution of the Society for any specific fund, be paid 
directly by the Bursar into such fund and not to the 
Society. 

xlv. Act as Chairman of the Purchasing Committee. 

f) The Director of Clubs shall: 

i. Co-ordinate all non-athletic club activities, 
a/ Act as Chairman of Clubs Council. 

b/ Be responsible for the allocation of meeting times and 
places other than in Student Union Building. 

ii. Organize all club organizational meetings at which time 
he must see that a club executive is elected. 

Iii. Act as a liaison between the clubs and the Students’ 
Council and be responsible for gaining Students’ Coimcil 
permission for a) dances sponsored by Clubs. 

b) major club functions such as concerts 
etc. 

Iv. Work in close co-operation with the Treasurer to ensure 
the financial success of the various activities of the So- 
ciety. 

g) The duties of the Men’s and Women’s Directors of Athletics 
shall be performed as defined in the Athletic Council Con- 
stitution. 

h) The Director of Publications shall: 

i. Be responsible for the quality and content of all publi- 
cations under his control. 

ii. Appoint an editor for or edit the Student Handbook and 
toe Student Directory subject to Students’ Council ap- 
proval. 

iii. Appoint subject to the approval of the Students’ Coun- 
cil, an Editor-in-Chief for the Tower, and an Editor-in- 
Chlef for the Martlet. 

iv. Act as chairman of the Publications Board. 

V. Be responsible for the production of all the publications 
approved by the Studepts’ Council. 

i) The Chairman of NFCUS Committee shall: 

i. initiate and carry out services offered by NFCUS to th© 
Society. 

ii. Present the interests of the Society to NFCUS. 

iii. Appoint NFCUS Committee subject to Students’ Council 
approval. 

j) The Social Convenor shall: 

i, Co-ordinate social activities of the Society, 

ii. Appoint a Social Committee, subject to approval by the 
Students’ Council, to assist his duties. 

k) The Director of Student Union Building shall : 

i. Officially represent the Students’ Council in all matters 
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concerning the management of the Student Union Build- 
ing. 

ii. Provide liaison between the Students’ Council and the 
College Administration regarding the Student Union 
Building. 

1) The Chairman of Special Events Committee shall: 

i. Appoint a Special Events Committee subject to approval 
by Students’ Council. 

ii. Arrange, subject to Students’ Council and Administra- 
tion approval, a programme of special events. 

m) The representatives of First year Men, First year Women 

and Senior year students shall: 

i. provide direct communications both from and to the 
Students’ Council for first year men, first year women 
and senior year students respectively. 

ii. Assist other Council members in the performance of 
their duties. 

n) The Students’ Council shall: 

i. Act as the Board of Directors of the Society. 

ii. Be the only recognized medium between the Society and 

1. The Faculty and Administration. 

2. The College Council. 

3. The General Public. 

4. Other Student Organizations. 

iii. Subject to the provisions in the By-Laws and to the ex- 
tent that such power may be conferred upon it by the 
appropriate College authority, have full control of all 

' activities under the Society; and any rule made by it in 

connection with any such activity shall be considered as 
final and binding, provided always that any such rule 
may be annulled by the College Council or by resolution 
of the Society. 

iv. Meet regularly each week during the session and hold 
special meetings as may be required. Two-thirds of the 
voting members of the Students’ Council shall const!- , 
tute a quorum. 

V. Have power to engage and pay such assistants as it may 
require or deem necessary for the efficient carrying out 
of the business office and other activities of the Society. 

vi. Assume office at the Annual General Meeting. 

vii. Act as a Committee on Student Discipline in the follow- 
ing capacities: 

1. On its own initiative ot on the written request of 
the Administration or five members of the Society, 
appoint committees to investigate matters of stu- 
dent discipline and specific misdemeanors. Before 
any decision is reached the person charged with 
the misdemeanor must be heard by the investi- 
gating committee and by the Students’ Council. 

2. In accordance with the provisions of Section 28 of 
the Societies Act R.S. 1948 c311 x.l, the Society 
shall have the power to impose a fine not exceed- 
ing five dollars ($5.00) on any member who has 
contravened any by-law of the Society. 

3. Exclude any member of the Society from any So- 
ciety activity or all student activities. 

4. To recommend to the Joint Committee on Student 
Affairs such other disciplinary actions as may be 
deemed appropriate. 

a) The Joint (jommittee on Student Affairs is a 
committee composed of the Principal of Vic- 
toria College (Chairman) or his nominee, the 
Vice-Principal or his nominee, and two faculty 
members as appointed by the Principal; the 
President of the Society and three other mem- 
bers of the Students’ Council appointed by said 
Council. This Committee meets at the call of 
the Principal or the request of the President of 
the Society to discuss matters of joint concern. 

b) It is understood that there shall be a commit- 
tee known as the Faculty Committee on Student 
Affairs, appointed by the Faculty. 


By-Law 3 — ^Executive — Students’ Council 

1. The Executive of the Students’ Council shall be: 

a) The President. 

b) The Vice-President, 

c) The Secretary. 

d) The Treasurer. 

2. The signing officers of the Society shall be any two of the 

President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer. 


By-Law 4 — ^Meetings. 

The Society shall hold one general meeting, which shall be 
known as the Annual meeting, which shall be during the month 
of March at a date set by the Students’ Council 

1. One week clear notice of the Annual meeting specifying the 
date, place and hour of the meeting and signed by the Secre- 
tary of the Society shall be given by posting such notice on 
notice boards alongside Students’ Council minutes and by pub- 
lishing such notice in the “Martlet”, the official Society news- 
paper. 

2. At the Annual meeting the Treasurer shall make a financial re- 
port of cash receipts and disbursements as of the fifteenth day 
of March of the calendar year in which the meeting is held, 
the auditors shall be appointed, the President shall make a 
report upon the activities for the year. 

3. A meeting of the Society will be held within the first month of 
the first term at which functions and activities of the Society 
and subsidiary societies will be outlined. The Treasurer will 
present the proposed financial budget for the coming academic 
year. 

4. Special general meetings shall be called by the President: 

a) Upon request by the Students’ Council. 

b) Uppn a written request duly signed by twenty members of 
the Society and approved by the Students’ Council. 

c) Upon the written request duly signed by five percent of the 
members of the Society. 

d) At these special meetings no business may be discussed or 
transacted except that for which the meeting has been 
called. 

e) Such special general meetings shall be held within two 
weeks of receipt by a member of the executive of the Stu- 
dents’ Council of the written request. 


5. Active members only may vote at meetings of the Society. Hon- 
ourary members may not vote but mdy partake in discussion. 
Voting by proxy at meetings of the Society shall not be al- 
lowed. 

6. Three hundred and twenty-five (325) of the members for the 
current session shall constitute a quorum at any meetings of 
the Society. 

7. Not less than forty-eight hours notice of a special general 
meeting specifying the place, the day, and the hour of the 
meeting and the general nature of the business to be trans- 
acted at the meeting shall be given by posting the same upon 
student notice boards. Such notice shall be signed by the 
Secretary; provided always that the Students’ Council may by 
resolution provide, from time to time, such other manner of 
giving notice as it may deem good and sufficient. 

8. An extraordinary resolution is a resolution passed by a two 
thirds majority of the members that are present at a general 
meeting. 

9. The meetings of the Society shall be conducted according to 
the procedure set down in Robert’s Rules of Order, latest edi- 
tion. ' 

By-Law 5 — ^Election of the Students’ Council 

1. The President must be elected before March 1. Election of 
other officers (except those of the first and senior years’ repre- 
sentatives) shall be held not less than fourteen days follow- 
ing the presidential elections. 

2. The first and senior years’ representatives shall be elected 
within the first five weeks of the first term with the first year 
men electing their representative, and the first year women 
electing their representative. The senior years’ representative 
shall be elected by students registered in fourth year and 
above. 

3. The elections shall be by secret ballot, with only active mem- 
bers, having the franchise. 

4. No student shall hold a seat on the same year’s Students’ Coun- 
cil for more than one office at any one time. Any member of 
the Students’ Council shall resign his position before seeking 
election for another. 

5. When a vacancy has , been definitely established in any of the 
offices of the Students’ Council, the election of a successor 
shall be held within three weeks in accordance with the pro- 
cedure prescribed for the election of such officers. If at any 
time there are no nominations for any of the positions under 
By-Law 3, section 2 in March, then elections for said position 
shall be held within the first five weeks of the fall term. 

6. If after the prescribed electoral process, a Students’ Council 
position is not filled, the President, subject to the approval of 
the Students’ Council, shall appoint an eiigible member of the 
Society to this position. The appointed member shall hold 
office until the next regular elections. 

7. Nominations for Students’ Council positions must be posted 
seven days before election day. Each nomination must be ac- 
companied by the signature of not less than five members of 
the Society and of the nominee. No student may sign a nomi- 
nation form for more than one candidate for the same office. 
No member presently in office or already elected for future 
office may particulate actively in any campaign. 

j 8. During an election for a position on the Students’ Council, or 
during any other plebiscite or referendum, the polling booths 
will be kept open from 10:00 a.m. to 5:00 p,m. with an official 
appointed by the Students’ Council on duty at all times. All 
election results shall be made public. Each candidate may have 
one scrutineer present at the counting of the ballots. 

9. The newly elected President and Treasurer shall be required 
to attend all regular meetings of the outgoing Students’ Coun- 
cil and shall be entitled to participate in their deliberation, 
but shall not be entitled to vote. The remaining officers fol- 
lowing their election shall be required to familiarize themselves 
with their new offices with the guidance and advice of the cur- 
rent office holders, and to attend at least half of the regular 
meetings of the outgoing Students’ Council and shall be en- 
titled to participate in their deliberation, but shall not be en- 
titled to vote. 

10. Campaign funds not exceeding the amount of one cent per 
student shall be provided by the Society to candidates contest- 
ing the office of the Society President and that campaign funds 
not exceeding the amount of half a cent per student shall be 
provided by the Society to candidate^ contesting the other 
Society offices. All bills up to the allowable maximum shall be 
submitted to the Treasurer before the grants are paid. 

By-Law 6 — ^Terms of Office and Impeachment. 

1. The term of office for Students’ 'Council shall terminate on the 
15th Of March, at which time the Council-elect shall take office. 
The term of the senior years’ representatives shall be extended 
to April 30th. 

2. If at any time a member Of the Students’ Council has failed to 
perform his duties in the best interests of the Society the So- 
ciety may demand his resignation only by a majority vote of 
non-confidence at a properly constituted Society meeting, pro- 
viding a quorum is present. Such a meeting shall be deemed 
and defined as a Special General Meeting and shall be subject 
to the By-Laws concerning Special General Meetings as per 
By-Law 4, Section 3, subsections a, b, and c. A council mem- 
ber’s resignation becomes effective as soon as the chairman of 
the Special General Meeting of the Society has recognized the 
majority of the vote of non-confidence. Elections to fill the 
vacant position shall be held within fourteen days of the mem- 
ber’s resignation. In the interim the President (or Vice-Presi- 
dent) shall appoint subject to Students’ Councii approval a 
member of the Council to assume the duties of the vacant 
office. 


By-Law 7 — ^Fecs 

1. A request by the Society to the Victoria College Council for an 
altematipn in the amount of the membership fee of the So- 
ciety shall not be made until the request has been approved by 
a referendum by secret ballot of the active members of the 
Society. Two weeks clear notice of intention to hold such a 
referendum shall be given by the Secretary of the Society on 
resolution of the Students’ Councii or a petition signed by one 
hundred members in good standing of the Society, and the pro- 
posed request shall not be deemed to have been approved un- 
less three hundred and twenty five of the members vote, and 
two-thirds of the vote cast approve the change. 
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By-Law 8— -Funds 

1. The funds of the Society shall consist of the following: 

a) Annual fees of admission to the Society, collected by the 

Bursar of Victoria College at the time of payment of fees 
at the beginning of the fall term. ' 

b) All monies (excepting special membership fees approved 
by the Students’ Council) received by student organizations 
as a result of College-sponsored activities. Such funds shall 
be remitted directly to the Treasurer of the Society. 

2. Disbursements of the funds of the Society: 

a) The student organizations under the Society after gaining 
permission from the Students* Council, may spend the 
amount budgeted to them by the Society fees plus all mon- 
ies realized by them as a result of Society-sponsored activi- 
ties. 

b) The Dr. Ewing Memorial Trust Fund, held in trust by the 
Victoria College Council, shall be au^ented each year by 
ten dollars per year of the Society fee collected from each 
student. 

c) A sinking fund of one hundred dollars or more shall be 

kept in a separate account in a chartered bank. 

3. A minimum grant of $3.50 per member shall be given to the 

Athletic Council per annum. 


By-Law 9 — Honoraria 

Honoraria shall be awarded to the following positions in the 
amounts indicated, with all such monies coming from within the 


budget of the Society. 

President of Society $200.00, 

Treasurer of Society $150.00 

Editor-in-Chief of the Martlet $150.00 

Editor-in-chief of the Tower .......... $150.00 


One half the amounts indicated shall be paid at the comple- 
tion of each term, i.e. December and April. 

By-Law 10 — ^Auditors 

1. The auditors of the Society shall be appointed by the Society 
at the Annual General Meeting and shall be paid such remu- 
neration as the Students’ Council shall determine. 

2. The auditors of the Society shall have a right of access at all 
times to all books and records of the Society and all subsidiary 
organizations and shall be entitled to require from any and all 
members or officers of the Society or any subsidiary organiza- 
tion, such ihformation and explanation as may be necessary, 
for the performance of the duties of the auditors. 

3. The auditors shall make an annual report for the preceding 
session ending March 15 to the members of the Society on the 
accounts examined by them and the report shall include: 

a) Whether or not they have obtained all the information and 
explanation they have required. 

b) Whether in their opinion the balance sheet referred to in 
the report is properly drawn up so as to exhibit a true and 
correct view of the affairs of the Society according to the 
best of their information, the explanations given to them, 
and as shown by the books of the Society. 


By-Law 11-— Borrowing Powers 

1. Subject to the provisions contained in Section 12 of the So- 
cieties Act of British Columbia, the Students’ Council may for 
the purpose of carrying out the objects of the Society, borrow, 
raise or secure the repayment of such sum or sums of money in 
such manner and upon such conditions and terms in all re- 
, spects as the Society may by resolution prescribe, and in par- 
* ticular by' the issue of bonds, perpetual or redeemable deben- 
tures, or any mortgage, charge , or other security on the whole 
or in part of the property or assets of the Society, both present 
and future, including all fees or membership dues now or 
hereafter due or payable. 

By-Law 12— Liability of the Society. 

1. The Society shall not be responsible for the actions and be- 
haviour of any students unless: 

a) The acts are performed during and in connection with a 
Society event, or 

b) The acts are performed in connection with a past or future 
Society event. 

2. The Society shall only assume financial liability for those acts, 
which fall within subsections (a) and (b) of section one above, 
and for damage inflicted on the campus by a student provided 
that such damage is not wilfully inflicted. 

By-Law 13 — ^Injuries 

1. The Society shall not be liable for, nor assume any obligation 
in respect of any injury sustained by any member or other 
person participating in any student activity and a member 
shall not be entitled to make any claim upon the Society, or any 
of its subsidiary organizations in respect thereof. Without 
limiting the generality of the foregoing the Students’ Council 
may at its absolute discretion pay or authorize payment to any 
meipber or other person the amount of any portion of the ex- 
penses of any member in respect of any injury suffered by that 
person in or about the College, or elsewhere if having to do 
with the Society’s activities, whether as a result of participa- 
tion in any student activity or not; provided that the total 
amount which the Students’ Council shall have authority to 
pay for and in respect of injuries during any college year shah 
not exceed the monies in a fund to be known as the Accident 
Benefit Fund. The Council will have power at its absolute dis- 
cretion to prefer one or more than one case to the others, or to 
pay the same in order of priority, or in any proportion which 
it may deem fit. Such payments shall be ex gratia. The fore- 
going shall be deemed to confer no right upon any member for 
any expenses incur/red by reason of injury as aforesaid. 

2. A sum equal to 1.5% of the current years Society fees shall be 
deposited to the Accident Benefit Fund ekch year. 

3. Requests for a benefit ffom this fund shall be made to the 
Students’ Council. 

f 

By-Law 14 — Subsidiary Organizations 

1. All subsidiary student organizations within the College shall 

. be classed under the following directorships. 

a) Director of Clubs. 

b) Director of Publicatiohs. 

c) Dhectors of Mens’ and WOmehs’ Athletics. 


2. The said directorship shall be composed of such subsidiary or- 
ganizations and shall control such activities as their respective 
constitutions may provide, and as are approved from time to 
time by resolution of the Students’ Council. 

3. The constitutions of the major subsidiary organizations and 
their subsidiary organizations shall not contain provisions con- 
trary to the Constitution and By-Laws of the Society and shall 
be subject to the approval of, or amendment by. Students’ Coun- 
cil or the Society. The activities of all such organizations shall 
comply with any regulations or resolutions made from time to 
time by the Society or the Students’ Council. 

4. Any group of students proposing to form an organization for 
any purpose within the objects of the Society, shall first make 
application to the appropriate Students’ Council director for 
permission to organize under that directorship and their con- 
stitution shall subsequently be ratified by the Students’ Coun- 
cil. . 

5. Any student organization not recognized by the Society shall 
make application in writing to the Students’ Council for per- 
mission to use the Society’s name or notice-boards or those 
of its subsidiary orginizations. 

6. Student political clubs may be organized under the Director of 
Clubs to bear the name and to profess the politics of political 
parties (or comparable organizations) subject to the following 
regulations: 

a) Such clubs shall in all respects be subject to the rules of the 
Society. 

b) Except as specially provided by resolution of the Students’ 
Council, such clubs (student political clubs) shall not re- 
ceive funds from any outside organizations. 

c) No such club shair participate directly, or otherwise, in 
elections to any student offices outside the club itself and ac- 
ceptance of any such support shall render any candidate for 
ofiftce ineligible. 

Note: Violation of any of the aforesaid regulations shall 
render the clubs concerned liable to suspehsion. 

7. Each student organization shall be so named as to indicate 
that it is a student organization under the Society, and in no 
way purports to be a separate entity. 

8. Other than designated political clubs, no organization in the 
Society shall become or allow itself to become an instrument 
in partisan politics. 

a) Any such organization deemed by the Students’ Council to 
be or to have been improperly acting in the interests of a 

' political party (or comparable organization) shall be liable 
to suspension of its charter. 

b) Such charter may be restored by the Students’ Council only 
if and whep the Council is satisfied that the organization 
concerned will serve the purpose and only the purposes for 
which it was organized. 

9. The financial reports of all subsidiary organizations of the 
Society shall be received by the Treasurer of the Society four- 
teen days before the Annual Meeting of the Society. 

10. Annual reports of all subsidiary organizations of the Society 
shall be received by the appropriate Director of the Society 
fourteen days before the Annual Meeting of the Society. 

11. The proposed expenditures of the subsidiary organizations of 
the Society shall be received by the Treasurer before October 
15 of each year. A revised budget may be applied for no later 
than January 30 and this estimate shall not exceed an increase 
of 5% of the October 15 budget. 

12. If any subsidiary organization of the Society desires a purchase 
in excess of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) , a request for articles 
desired shall be submitted to the chairman of the Purchasing 
Committee who shall be the Treasurer of the Society. The Ath- 
letic Council is excepted from this clause. 

13. Minutes and reports of both general and executive meetings 
of the Athletic Council shall be forwarded to the Students’ 
Council immediately after the said meetings for considerations 
and ultimate approval, amendment, or rejection by the Stu- 
dents’ Council. The Secretary of the Society shall have right 
of access to minutes and reports of all subsidiary organizations 
of the Society. 

14. All subsidiary organizations which propose to organize special 
functions, fund drives or appeals on or off the campus shall 
first secure the permission of the Students’ Council before or- 
ganizing or conducting such functions, drives or appeals. 


By-Law 15 — Social Functions 

All social functions sponsored by organizations under the juris- 
diction of the Society shall be conducted in conformity with a 
code of regulations to be kept and administered by the Social Con- 
venor subject to approval and amendment by the Students’ Council 
and such code, together with such amendments as may from time 
to time be made by the Studerits’ Council, shall be incorporated 
and is hereby deemed to be incorporated in the constitutions of all 
subsidiary organizations of the Society. 


By-Law 16 — ^Discipline 

1. Any form of gambling for money, or for any monetary equiva- 
lent, is prohibited within the precincts of the College. 

2. No publication or advertisements or forms of commercial en- 
terprise whatsoever shall be printed or displayed or distributed 
and no member of the Society shall attempt to sell or dispose 
of any publications or advertisements or goods or services on 
the campus of the College without first having secured permis- 
sion of the Students’ Council. 


By-Law 17 — ^Appeal 

1. The first Court of Appeal for student disciplinary matters aris- 
ing from Students’ Council decisions shall be the Joint Com- 
mittee on Student Affairs. 

2. Appeals arising from the decisions of the Joint Committee may 
be directed to the College Council, whose decision shall be 
final 


By-Law 18 — ^Amendments of the Constitution and By-Laws 

1. The Constitution and By-Laws may be amended by extra- 
ordinary resolution of the Society or by a referendum, both of 
which will be deemed passed by a two-thirds majority provided 
at least three hundred and twenty-five members vote. 
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2. Amends may foe initiated by: 

a) Any member of the Society provided that the proposed 
amendment shall be signed by at least one hundred mem- 
bers of the Society in good standing and handed to the 
Secretary of the Society. 

b) The Students’ Council after a majority vot^. 

3. The Secretary of the Society shall forthwith after receipt of 
such proposed amendments post copies on Society notice boards 
about the College Buildings and in the Martlet and shall sub- 
mit a copy of the same to the Students’ Council at the first 
meeting of the Council held after their receipt by the Secre- 
tary. 

4. There shall be a general Society meeting called one week prior 
to a referendum for the purpose of discussing the proposed 
amendment (s). 

5. The extraordinary resolution or referendum shall be held not 
less than fourteen days and not more than twenty-one days 
after receipt by the Secretary. 

By-Law 19 — Seal of Society 

The seal of the Society shall not be affixed to any instrument 
except in the presence of the President and any one of the Treas-: 
urer, Secretary, or Vice-President, and then only by the authority 
of a resolution of the Students’ Council. The said officers shall 
witness every instrument on which the seal of the Society is so 
affixed in their presence. The Seal of the Society shall be kept 
in the custody of the Secretary or such other person, as the Stu- 
dents’ Council may from time to time appoint. 

By-Law 20 — Records 

1. The minutes of the meetings of the Society and Students’ Coun- 
cil shall be kept at the offices of the Society in the Student 
Union Building, Gordon Head Campus, Victoria College, Vic- 
toria, British Columbia. 

2. The books and records of the Society may be inspected by mem- 
bers in good standing at the offices of the Society on any busi- 
ness day except Saturday during the College term between the 
hours of 10:00 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. provided such times are 
mutually convenient to the Society and member of the So- 
ciety. 


By-Law 21— General Powers of the Society 

The Society shall have the power to make such regulations from 
time to time as it may deem necessary or advisable concerning the 
activities the Students’ Council or any of its subsidiary organi- 
zations and to repeal, vary, alter or amend the same in such man- 
ner as it may deem fit. Such regulations shall be made by a reso- 
lution at a general meeting. 

By-Law 22— Standing Committees 

1. Joint Committee— as per By-Law 3/n) /vii) /4/a) . 

2. Faculty Committee as per By-Law 3/n)/vii)/4/b). 

3. Finance Committee — shall consist of the Treasurer as Chair- 
man, one other Council member appointed by the Treasurer, 
subject to Council approval, and two or more members ap- 
pointed by the Treasurer, subject to Council approval. The 
duties of the Finance Committee shall be as follows: 

a) To assist the Treasurer in his duties. 

b) To serve as Purchasing Committee which shall, upon Stu- 
dents’ Council request, consider bids for purchases in ex- 
ces of $25.00. 

4. Poster Committeer-as outlined in the Poster Committee Con- 
stitution. 

, 5. Special Events Committee — shall consist of Special Events 
Chairman, two or more members appointed by the Chairman, 
subject to Students’ Council approval, and such faculty mem- 
bers as are appointed by the Principal. 

6. Student Union Building Management Board— shall consist of 
Sub Director who is to be Chairman. 

Remainder to be drafted. 

7. Publications Board— as outlined in PUBS Board Constitution. 

8. NFCUS Committee — shall consist of the President, NFCUS 
Chairman as chairman, two or more members appointed by the 
Chairman, subject to Students’ Council approval. 

9. Social Committee — shall consist of the Social Convenor as 
Chairman, and his Committee appointed subject to Students’ 
Council approval. 

10. Clubs Council— as outlined in Clubs Council Constitution. 


An Editorial 

VOTE YES’ 

This Friday UV s tudents will be asked to help chart The 
future course of the University of Victoria by voting a 
simple “yes” or “no” on three important issues. 

Constitution 

The new Constitution must be approved by referendum before 
being adopted by the AMS. 

It replaces a totally inadequate Constitution which has been 
the cause of much ambiguity in the ruling of the AMS in past 
years. The by-laws of the new Constitution contain many improve- 
ments necessary for successful student government in a full- 
fledged university. 

The new by-laws have been painstakingly prepared by com- 
petent students, together with legal advice. They are not a final 
and rigid set of rules: they can be changed at any time in the 
future. 

The operation and purpose of the AMS would be severely 
hindered if the Constitution were not approved. 


Incorporation 

The matter of incorporation is largely a theoretical one, and 
the effects of this move will not likely be immediate or decisive. 

However, the approval of the inco:^oration issue will allow a 
clearer definition of the rights and obligations of student govern- 
ment at UV, and that Is necessary if we are to take a role 
proportionate to our new size and status. 


Fee Raise 

The proposal that the AMS fees be raised has probably been 
discussed within the student body more than the Constitution 
issue; 

Most people ^^who object to the $6 increase disapprove of the 
way part of that $6 is to be dispersed. But it must be understood 
that a vote for the fee raise does not necessarily consitute approval 
of the specific needs outlined. 

The Students’ Council is asking for $2.50 to offset the increased 
expenditure made necessary in recent years. This year’s council 
has overspent its budget, but the deficit wUl be covered by a surplus 
left by last year’s Council. Such a surplus will not be available 
next year; therefore, a drastic cut in student activities will be 
necessary if the fee raise is not approved. 

One dollar of the increased fee has been allowed for the 
Foreign Student Plan. This plan has already been overwhelmingly 
approved and it must be implemented. Without the fee raise, a 
further cut in general expenditures will be necessary to make funds 
available for the Plan. 

The Athletic Council has asked for an additional $1.50 for 
its activities. Part of this money will be used for the proposed 
football team when and if it is formed. If the football team is not 
formed, the money will revert to general revenue to be dispersed 
as the Council sees fit. 

An additional $1.00 is requested for conferences, seminars and 
symposiums. Participation in these inter-collegiate activities is 
expected of a large scale university desiring to further its outlook 
and reputation.

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Council Clarifies 
Censure Issue 

The Athletic Council has taken further action con- 
cerning the situation which led to the censure jnotion 
against Mr. Martens, the Athletic Co-ordinator. 

The incident triggering the 
censure motion concerned Mr. 

Martens’ overstepping of his 
authority. He wrote to UBC, 
insisting that any correspon- 
dence pertaining to the arrange- 
ment of trips and games be 
ignored unless countersigned by 
him. 

As a result, the Athletic 
Council has made a report to 
the Students’ Council in an 
attempt to clear up any 
confusion. 

The constitution of the Ath- 
letic Council states that “the 
Cor-ordinator of Athletics . . . 
shall sit in an advisory capacity 
and act as liaison between the 
Athletic Council and the Faculty 
Council.” 

The report defines and elabor- 
ates on the terms “liaison” and 
“advisory” as used here. 


The views of Brian Cornell, 
the Chairman of the Athletic 
Council, on the administration 
of athletics generally reflect the 
tone of the report. 

He believes the students 
should assume more control. 
The constitution gives the 
students authority over certain 
subjects, he says, but in many 
instances it is not exercized. The 
duties of team managers are an 
example. The constitution states 
“They shall . , . be in charge of 
any arrangement affecting their 
teams, such as schedules, trips, 
home games, etc.” However in 
the past this has not always 
been the case. 

Furthermore he believes 
students should be in charge of 
the spending of athletic funds 
which come from their AMS fees. 


PEARSON ELECTED 
BY ACCLAMATION 


Mary Pearson was elected by 
acclamation to the position of 
Women’s Athletic Director on 
next year’s Students’ Council. 

Mary is in first year Education 
on her way to becoming a physi-

SOCIALIST SPEAKS HERE 
AND SPEAKS AND SPEAKS

A changing crowd of about 100 heckling students carried 
on a marathon debate last Monday with Don Poirier of the 
Socialist Party of Canada. 

Speaking first in the Quad and 
later on the front lawn, Mr^ Poir- 
ier quoted a book by an eminent 
anthropologist which said that 
ancient cultures (the Seminole 
Indians of Southern Florida) 
lived in perfect socialism. This, 
he said, proved that socialism 
was feasible. 

The book in question was 
found in the college library and 
Mike Horn proceeded to quote 
several portions not entirely fav- 
ourable to the socialist viewpoint. 

WHERE ARE THE SEMINOLES? 

Poirier asked to see the book. 

No further reference to it was 
made thereafter, 

“The Seminoles lived in per- 
fect socialism . . .” he began. 

“And where are the Seminoles 
today?” yelled a heckler. 

Two shovels were placed near- 
by for Mr. Poirier’s convenience. 

“We must have social freedom, 
social ownership . . .” continued 
Mr. Poirier. 

“Social Credit!” yelled a by- 
stander gleefully. 

“Blasphemy!” bellowed an im- 
posing figure from Trail. 

ADMINISTRATION— 

NOT GOVERNMENT 

The debate moved to the front 
lawn and settled to a more seri- 
ous tone. 

Student questioners hammered 
away at three basic issues: How 
would the transition into a so- 
cialist state come about? What 
would guarantee that people 
would work? What system of 
distribution would be used? 

Poirier’s answers: When a ma- 
ority of people understand so- 
cialism, they mil want it to come 
about and it vdll; 

People would be “appointed to 
do tasks, although there will be 
no controlling government — only 
an administration — and would, 
work only “two or maybe three, 
days a month”; 

There will be enough for every- 
one so that no one will lack and 
no one will want to hoard. 


WITTIER IGNORANCE 

Poirier, who has spoken to 
outdoor .audiences in Boston, 
New York, Los Angeles and other 
major centers, said that this was 
his first college appearance. 

With one or two exceptions, he 
said, “they had no more aware- 
ness of the world around them 
than any other audience.” 

“The only differehce was that 
they were wittier.” 

Questions, in general, were 
“poorly phrased” and “mostly 
based on ignorance”. 

NOT ALL RIGHT 

With Poirier was J. G. Jenkins, 
Secretary of the party’s local 
division, who later told The 
Martlet that “the only difference 
between a person in favour of 
socialism and a person opposed 
to socialism, if they’re of the 
same economic class, is that one 
is knowledgeable about socialism 
and one is ignorant. 

“I would never presume to say 
that all that Don said was right,” 
said Mr. Jenkins, “but everything 
he said was economically, politi- 
cally and socially sound.” 

He then asked if he might see 
the story before it was published 
“in order to correct any mis- 
takes”.
